The above are extracts from 
and samples of a number of let- 
ters received recently. I do not 
insert them to exalt myself, but 
rather to let my readers know 
how my friends are feeling about 
God’s dealings with me and the 
work they feel God is calling me 
to do. Instead of exalting me 
it has a tendency to make me feel 
even more humble, for I feel un- 
able and incompetent for the 
task, but-I am serving and trust- 
ing the same God that led Mor- 
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decai to victory. Ido know we 
are approaching a great crisis, 
and the battle is fierce and the 
enemy strong, and men full of 
faith and the Holy Ghost, whose 
courage and bravery will be un- 
daunted, are in demand in this 
great reformation. I can only 
fill my little place, but I want to 
do that. It means much to me 
to have such men as Brothers 
Evans and Pierce, and others as 
strong and influential, to write 
me asabove. To engage in the 
momentous task, and fill the calls 
that have already come in, and 
others I know will follow, means 
thousands of miles of travel day 
and night, and much exposure 
and expense; but I am showing 
my willingness to do my best, 
trust God for strength, expenses 
and the support of my family, 
for I am now writing this on the 
train while it is running about 
forty miles an hour, bound fora 
point five hundred miles away, 
with only about half enough 
money to take me there, and only 
left my wife two dollars to live 
on while I am gone. I now have 
a number of calls to places where 
they are anxious to understand 
the Bible Church and have it or- 
ganized or set in order according 
to the Bible. God isindeed mov- 
ing on many hearts and prepar- 
ing them for His Church, and no 
doubt when they fully under- 
stand what it is, and that it is so 
unlike the modern churches, they 
will be ready to fall into lineand 
march to the front of the battle 
in good order, (Col. 2:5), with 
the banners of truth and right- 
eousness floating triumphantly in 
the Penteccstal breeze, and when 
the order is completed and per- 
fected will produce the same 
mighty results as when she was 
fresh from the hands of Him who 
said, ‘“Upon this rock I will build 
my church, and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.’’ I 
am willing to be released from 
the responsibility of editing the 
“Evangel’’ if God will raise up 
some one to take the place, but 


I don’t feel that we can afford to 
do without the paper. There are 
too many encouraging reports 
coming in of the good that is be- 
ing done through the reading of 
its pages for usto giveit up. If 
the publishing committee could 
secure some one to take my place

I need not ask my friends 
to pray for me and help me in 
every way, for! feel assured they 
will do it anyway. But beloved, 
I do feel the weight and respon- 
sibility of the work, and your 
prayers and sympathy will be 
very greatly appreciated. I am 
in this battle to win the victory 
or die. I am going to see the 
Bible Church with her glory and 
mighty deeds, signs, wonders 
and miracles, re-established, and 
all the children of God in all the 
world in fellowship and ‘‘one’’ 
in answer to the prayer of Jesus 
in John 17, or I will like some of 
the saints written of in the elev- 
enth of Hebrews, “die in the 
faith not having received the 
promise.’ I know it is the busi- 
ness of the carnal nature in man 
and the devil to create and bring 
about and continue divisions, but 
Jesus was manifest to destroy 
the work of the devil, and suf- 
fered outside the gates to sanc- 
tify the people with His own 
blood, Heb. 13:12, and the carnal 
nature, which is not subject to 
the laws of God, neither indeed 
can be, Rom. 8:7, and the devil, 
are going to be put out of busi- 
ness, as far as having control of
